Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 



1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

2. Claims 1 through 15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Milios et al "Milios" (6,687774). 

As to claim 1 , Milios discloses a method of handling the system wide state of a 
wireless device through the host controller interface firmware (column 2, lines 35-50), 
and handling the state of each link with the device through the link manager firrrm^) 
(column 2, line 52-column 3 line 6 and column 4, lines 36-53 and figure 4). 

As to claim 2, Milios discloses initiating communications with connection and link 
management (column 4, lines 36-53). 

As to claim 3, Milios discloses establishing a connection between the device and 
an end point (figure 5). 

As to claim 4, Milios discloses handling base band handshaking through the host 
controller interface firmware (figure 6 and 5). 

As to claim 5, Milios discloses handling logical link connection through the link 
manager firmware (column 4, lines 36-53). 
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As to claims 6-10, Milios inherently discloses a medium storing instructions that 
enable a processor based system. Milios discloses handle the system wide state of a 
wireless device through the host controller interface firmware column 2, lines 35-50), 
and handle the state of each link with the device through the link manager firmware 
(column 2, line 52-column 3 line 6 and column 4, lines 36-53 and figure 4). 

As to claims 11-15, Milios discloses a wireless system (figure 5) comprising; a 
processor (26 of figure 5). Milios inherently teaches a storage coupled to the processor 
for storing instructions that enable the processor. Milios discloses handle the system 
wide state of the system through the host controller interface firmware (column 2, line 
52-column 3 line 6 and column 4, lines 36-53 and figure 4), and handling the state of 
each link with the device through the link manager firmware (column 2, line 52-column 3 
line 6 and column 4, lines 36-53 and figure 4). 



3. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Green (6,519,290) discloses an apparatus that may be configured to generate a 
wireless radio signal in response to one or more first data signals (abstract and figure 



Lunsford et al (6614,350) discloses communicates in a secure web such as 
devices act as a communicating device within the web within the web (abstract).
